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THE  IRIS  GARDEN 


1932  AND  1931 


This  year  finds  the  garden  flourishing  in  its  new  location.  There  is  promise  of 
fine  bloom  in  this  new  soil  in  spite  of  a  more  than  usually  treacherous  March. 

According  to  a  D.  A.  R.  marker  in  Overland  Park,  Highway  53  is  a  part  of  the 
old  Sante  Fe  Trail.  Of  course  the  old  trails  were  not  so  defined  as  our  concrete 
ribbons,  but  I  like  to  think  that  the  wagon  trains  came  across  just  this  piece  of 
ground  for  it  was  in  ’49  that  one  of  my  grandfathers,  then  a  young  man  with  a 
horse  to  ride,  journeyed  to  California  on  the  Overland  Trail. 

Kansas  was  part  of  the  Great  American  Desert  then.  Now  it  is  an  agricultural 
state  with  “overproduction”  a  serious  problem.  And  Johnson  county  is  the  garden 
spot  of  Kansas. 

When  I  first  thought  of  moving  The  Iris  Garden  to  Overland  Park  in  1931 
(which  some  one  may  leave  told  you  was  a  year  of  financial  depression),  I  thought 
I  should  have  to  make  unusual  efforts  to  attract  new  business  to  offset  inevitable 
losses  in  the  old.  I  advertised  as  widely  as  I  could  and  did  gam  a  great  deal  of 
new  business,  but  I  didn’t  lose  any  of  the  old,  for  old  customers  and  friends  of  old 
customers  reported  in  a  most  heartening  way. 

With  a  hastily  gathered  organization  I  found  myself  trying  to  fill  more  orders 
than  ever  before  as  well  as  to  move.  Early  I  decided  that  people  would  prefer  to 
get  their  plants  to  letters  from  me  and  concentrated  on  filling  orders  to  the  neglect 
of  correspondence.  That  most  did,  I  can  judge  by  letters  of  appreciation  of  the 
plants  and  the  many  second  orders  the  same  season.  But  it  meant  that  I  got  out 
of  touch  with  many  treasured  friends  and  introduced  myself  most  perfunctorily  to 
the  many  new  ones. 


A  SELECTED  LIST 

Most  of  the  old  customers  know  in  a  general  way  that  the  aim  of  the  garden 
is  to  grow  the  best  two  or  three  hundred  bearded  irises  that  can  be  had,  new  or 
old.  Bearded  irises  particularly  because  this  climate  is  best  suited  for  them.  I  want 
to  avoid  equally  an  agglomeration  of  superceded  varieties  because  I  have  them,  and 
an  empty  array  of  new  varieties  merely  because  they  are  new. 

The  best  of  the  early  varities  will  always  find  a  welcome  here:  old  friends  who 
know  Mrs.  Rowell’s  love  for  Queen  Caterina  and  my  own  loyalty  to  Alcazar,  will 
never  expect  to  find  the  garden  without  them.  Princess  Beatrice  is  another  old 
variety  that  has  never  been  superceded. 

Winnowing  out  the  best  of  the  new  varieties  is  a  harder  job.  To  that  end  I 
bring  in  many  new  varities  on  trial  and  do  not  list  them  until  I  have  seen  them. 
And,  each  year,  after  our  blooming  season  I  visit  two  iris  gardens  in  the  north  where 
I  am  sure  of  finding  most  representative  collections.  There  is  no  doubt  that  tre¬ 
mendous  progress  has  been  made  in  the  hybridizing  of  bearded  irises  these  last  few 
years  and  that,  even  greater  things  are  to  come.  To  ignore  all  the  new  varieties 
because  there  are  so  many  of  them  is  stupid;  to  accept  them  all  is  madness;  and  to 
choose  among  them  is  hard  work.  Happily  there  are  in  this  district  many  informed 
and  able  iris  enthusiasts  who  visit  the  garden  continually  and  whose  advice  is  of 
the  greatest  assistance. 

That  a  variety  is  listed  here  means,  then,  that  it  is  endorsed  by  thousands  of 
local  customers  and  by  myself.  Our  corn  growing  sun  makes  a  difference  in  the 
appearance  of  many  varieties.  Some  are  improved  and  some  destroyed  by  a  touch 
of  sun.  I  see  these  varieties  here  and  under  cooler  skies  have  tried  to  indicate  the 
differences  for  the  benefit  of  many  customers  in  the  north  and  both  coasts  as  well 
as  those  in  the  south  and  west. 

ACLIMATED  PLANTS 

We  have  a  long  growing  season  here,  from  the  last  of  March  almost  to  the  last 
of  December.  Then  severe  winter  in  January;  June  in  February;  and  winter  again 
in  March.  It  is  tricky  weather,  but  means  plants  that  are  vigorous  as  well  as  winter 
habited.  Some  strains  are  more  tender  than  others  and  I  have  tried  to  indicate 
this  on  the  descriptive  T.st  that  fellows. 


FALL  BLOOMERS 

Interest  in  fall  bloomers  is  increasing  rapidly.  It  is  one  of  the  most  promising 
by-paths  that  the  hybridizers  have  taken.  Most  fall  bloomers  have  pumila  blood 
in  them  so  that  they  do  not  make  a  great  stir  among  the  tenderer  giants  in  the 
soring.  But  what  a  wonder  and  joy  some  hot  August  afternoon  or  chilly  October 
morning,  to  find  a  new  iris  bloom!  As  the  fall  bloomers  bloom  two  or  three  times 
a  season,  they  must  grow  much  more  rapidly  than  the  spring  blooming  varieties. 
They  respond  happily  to  water  and  more  cultivation  after  the  natural  drying  out 
and  rest  in  July. 

HOW  TO  GROW  IRISES 

If  one  learns  by  mistakes,  I  have  learned  a  lot  about  how  to  grow  irises.  Once 
I  read  books  recommending  drainage,  full  sun,  lime,  planting  high,  “as  a  duck  on  the 
water.”  Gradually  I  found  that  as  to  our  particular  soil  and  climate,  they  were  all 
wrong  except  the  first.  With  each  order  there  will  be  a  printed  slip  telling  the 
best  growing  methods  I  know.  Customers  are  advised  to  take  them  with  a  grain  of 
salt  and  to  modify  them  according  to  their  climates. 

DOLLAR  COLLECTIONS 

This  year  there  will  be  two  collections  at  $1.00  each.  The  MORNING 
SPLENDOR  COLLECTION  will  consist  of  Morning  Splendor  and  nineteen  other 
fine  varieties  including  rod,  pink  and  fragrant,  all  labelled.  As  last  year  the  con¬ 
stituents  of  this  collection  will  vary  from  day  to  day  and  it  is  impossible  to  promise 
any.  particular  varieties  other  than  Morning  Splendor,  but  again  as  last  year,  they 
will  all  be  fine  plants  and  the  collection  will  be  a  marvellous  value.  It  is  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  a  beginners  collection,  for  fine  plants  for  the  perennial  border,  or  for 
a  gift  to  a  friend  who  is  not  yet  iris  conscious.  This  collection  is  not  recommended 
for  landscape  work  as  one  or  two  varities  in  mass  are  preferable  to  a  spotty  plant¬ 
ing  of  many  varieties. 

For  mass  planting  the  LANDSCAPE  COLLECTION  of  twenty-five  of  one 
variety  for  $1.00  is  offered.  The  following  selected  for  free  flowering, 
hardiness  and  “clean  color”,  are  offered  for  selection:  Alcazar,  Archeveque.  Aurora, 
Blue  Jay,  Bluet,  B.  Y.  Morrison,  Caprice,  Chester  J.  Hunt,  Corrida,  Germanica 
Major,  Gertrude,  Her  Majesty,  Iris  king,  Isoline,  Juanita,  Kochi,  Koya,  Lent  A. 
Williamson,  Lohengrin,  Loreley,  Monsignor,  Nancy  Orne,  Odoratissima,  Oriflamme, 
Parc  de  Neuilly,  Perfection,  Pocahantas,  Queen  Caterina,  Roseway,  Shekinah,  Sher- 
win  Wright,  Troost,  Zouave.  Any  four  of  these  collections  will  be  $3.50,  prepaid. 

While  limited  quantities  last  the  following  useful  landscape  varities  are  offered: 
Dream,  Princess  Beatrice  and  Sussn  Bliss  at  $6.50  per  hundred  each;  and  Semin¬ 
ole,  Goldenrod,  and  Imperator  at  $10.00  per  hundred,  prepaid. 

TERMS  OF  SALE 

Orders  are  accepted  either  cash  with  order  or  C.  O.  D.  No  substitutions  are 
made  unless  reouested  and  money  is  returned  promntly  when  varieties  are  sold  out. 
Varieties  are  labeled  and  guaranteed  true  to  name.  Blooming  size  rhizomes  are 
shipped.  If  for  any  reason  they  are  not  acceptible  on  arrival,  return  immediately 
and  money  will  be  refunded.  The  life  of  plants  growing  under  conditions  beyond 
my  control  cannot  be  guaranteed,  but  I  try  to  send  out  plants  that  wilt  withstand  a 
moderate  amount  of  neglect.  No  order  for  less  than  $1.00  can  be  accepted.  Ship¬ 
ments  are  prepaid  and  will  begin  the  last  of  June  and  will  continue  into  the  fall. 
However,  planting  later  October  is  not  recommended  even  for  the  south. 

DISCOUNT 

A  10%  discount  will  be  allowed  oh  all  orders  in  and  prepaid  before  June  15th. 
No  discount  applies  to  the  Dollar  Collections.
